The so-called West school add= 
ition could cost about $35 per 
square foot to construct, accord~ 
ing to figures compiled by Town 
Manager Richard J. Bowen this 
week, 

Low bidder on the project is 
D.G. Guschev Company, Inc., with 
a proposal of $1,924,000. The town 
meeting on Monday, Oct. 7, willbe 
asked to appropriate $2,250,000 to 
bring about the facility and have it 
ready for occupancy inSeptember, 
1970, 

The building is actually a com= 
plete new school, but the additional 
24 classrooms to be provided to 
relieve overcrowding in the West 
section of town, will be attached 
to the present building on Beacon 
St. 

The total project cost is 
$2,330,000, which takes into con= 
sideration the architectural fees

There seems to be a growing possibility that citizens 
of Andover in particular and those in the Greater Law- 
rence area in general, must soon face reality as far as 
public transportation is concerned, 


While the thought is distasteful, it almost seems that 
the communities are eventually going to become infected 
by the -Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority, 
thus a tax burden to keep the deficit ridden line running. 

This thought occurred this week when the selectmen 
authorized the town manager to enter into a contract 
with the MBTA to continue bus service through Dec. 31. 

The action was necessary due to the sudden walkout 
of Michaud Bus lines which had promised to take over 
the Eastern Massachusetts Railway bus lines now run by 
MBTA. Michaud was due to take over the operation this 
week. The firm had informed local officials that new 
buses would be provided and service maintained on an 
equal or better basis than Eastern Mass. had provided. 


Last Thursday, the Michaud firm said it would not 
pick up the operation, leaving local officials with but 
one decision, if public transportation was to be main- 
tained — resort to the MBTA and pay the freight. 

Now, there is a local company interested in offering 
the bus service. Frank W. Trombly feels he can provide 
the service now offered by MBTA and not place ‘an add- 
itional burden on the taxpayers. 

This is not an easy task. Whether. Mr. Trombly or any 
other private carrier attempts to assume the service, 
there are a number of problems to overcome before any- 
one other than the MBTA will run a bus over local 
Streets. 

Apparently there will be problems with the union rep- 
resenting the bus drivers. The MBTA drivers want any- 
one running a bus over the local lines to receive the 
same compensation and benefits as they receive. There 
is the possibility that non-union drivers would be pre- 
vented from operating vehicles. 

Salaries paid to MBTA employees are high and more 
than likely could not be met by small private carriers. 

Permission to operate in Boston must be. obtained 
from the Boston City Council and is not considered to 
be an easy matter. This sheds some light on the politi- 
cal atmosphere of public transportation. i 

Somewhere there is provision that in order to take 
over the Boston run of the schedule, permission must 
be obtained from MBTA to operate over their routes. 
This has to be negotiated with MBTA officials and no 
doubt payment made to the utility. 

All of which looks like operation locally by a private 
carrier is a difficult task, with the only solution — ap- 
parently to subscribe to the MBTA service. 

This is not a welcome thought. For the three months 
continuation of the service, Andover will pay MBTA 
$11,900. Multiplied over a full year basis, the cost to 
maintain public transportation — both buses and trains 
— will be an exorbitant amount to a community such as 
Andover, already faced with spiraling municipal costs. 

If the only solution is the MBTA, then Andover and 
all local communitites involved should insist on — 


A Vision 


— In how the MBTA operates. 

For years this operation has annually run on an ever- 
increasing deficit. 

It seems rather ridiculous that if Andover should \be 
forced to subscribe to this service, that it should not only 
pay for its share of the deficit, but have added to it, the 
loss experienced from say the city of Brockton, or Taunton 
or other points served by the line. 

Melrose now pays something like $2 or $3 of its tax rate 
to support the MBTA. 

Somehow it just doesn’t make sense that an operation 
should run constantly in debt. We would be out of business 
quite quickly if our annual revenue did not at least meet 
our expenses, 

The MBTA, however, runs merrily on year after year, 
increasing its deficit and passing thé cost on to the al- 
ready overburdened taxpayer. ' 

If some of the communities to the north of Boston, 
forced to accept the MBTA service, were allowed to have 
a hand in the operation, maybe there would be some saving

People in this portion of the state have been known for 
good old-fashioned Yankee thrift and maybe that is exactly 
what the sprawling transportation facility needs. - 

The local communities here must have a watchful eye 
over the MBTA, because there is a general feeling the 
utility doesn’t really much care about the Greater Law- 
rence run, their main interest lying in the more lucrative 


South Shore service. 


Whatever the case, we must be attentive to the transpor- 
tation problem. Hopefully a private carrier will assume the 
service, but we fear that MBTA will be the ultimate 
answer, one which unfortunately will affect our pocket- 


‘book.

The coast-to-coast deluge of 
letters protesting the Bureau of 
Public Roads policy to cut trees 
within 30 feet of highways has had 
some effect, 


F.C, Turner, director of public 
roads, has issued a memorandum 
to all Regional Federal Highway 
Administrators and Division En= 
gineers amplifying the Bureau's 
position on highway beautification 
and safety. 


The memorandum states that 
‘Wherever possible largetrees or 
clumps of trees of special his- 
toric or scenic value in the right- 
of-way should be retained in their 
natural setting, Where such trees 
are within the recovery area ap- 
propriate guardrail should be 
used," 

Mr, Turner wrote in a letter, 
**A recent canvass of all states 
indicated that it was neither prac- 
tical nor reasonable to eliminate 
all existing trees, within this eriti- 
Se426 832444 el TA ae 
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cal area and such is not the in=- 
tent nor desire of the Bureau of 
Public Roads, As funds become 
available, the program for the 
erection of guardrail in the med- 
ians and at the roadside for the 
protection of the out-of-control 
motorist will be accelerated, 
Trees will be removed only where 
they present a hazard and it is 
found to be impractical to install 
guardrail,"* 

According to Daniel S, Horgan, 
Chief Engineer of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Works, 
a 30-foot clear right-of-way will 
be maintained on all new construc= 
tion, as it has been on the nation- 
wide Interstate Highway System, 
and on highways being completely 
redesigned, (It was recently an- 
nounced that the 6-mile stretch 
scheduled for rebuiding on the 
mid-Cape highway at Cape Cod 
would be clear of trees and other 
obstacles for a distance of 30 
feet from the road,)

concluded that several more build- 
ings would be necessary and that 
buildings with three rooms per 
grade would be proper, Why?

committee and planning boards all 
at one time or another get their 
fingers into the act, Most of these 
good, honorable, sincere citizens 
think in terms of the tax dollar, 
especially today’s tax dollar, not 
the future tax dollar and they also 
think of school buildings in the light 
of the ones which they themselves 
attended, They don’t have to oper- 
ate these school buildings after 
they are built and they don’t rea= 
lize the multiplicity of problems 
many of whichthey themselves may 
be creating for the school com= 
mittee and the school administra- 
tion and even for the children by

ing. The addition will be more than 
twice the ‘size of theolder struc- 
ture, As a result we will have a 
school of 900. capacity when it 
should be kept down to 500 cap- 
acity. The irony of it all is that 
before another school is built, 
this one will be greatly over- 
crowded, It will be the Town’s 
largest elementary building and 
located in West Andover so that it 
will take the brunt of the over- 


. crowding, It will be easier to send 


them there, We will have 1200 
children in a 900 capacity school 
which should be in the 500 range, 
It is not academically sound, The 
school committee, the administra= 
tors, the State Building Assistance 
Commission office all know this, 

When we consider the economic 
side of this picture, we find that 
when we add on to a building there 
are always a number of changes 
that have to be made in the old 
structure, The new structure in= 
cludes an auditorium, cafeteria and 
gymnasium, In the present small 
school, one multipurpose room 
does it all, not ideal of course 
put it does the job, It will be re- 
tained as a second gymnasium, 
There will be a complete new 
kitchen and all of the old equipment

The Only reason given for 
building here is to stop more rapid

where the Town owns about 100 
acres, Of course there are those 
who just want to prove that it is 
possible to add on to an existing 
building, Some people are of the 
opinion that the next school must 
be built at the Cross St. site, 
This is not true, It should be 
somewhere in West Andover, not 
necessarily on Cross St. 

For twelve years the school 
committee has been requesting the 
selectmen to acquire land sites for 
future schools, even pinpointing 
sites in West Andover, in the 
Bailey, Osgood and Old Abbot dis 
tricts as well as in other sections 
of Town, the Carmel Woods area 
and across the By-Pass, Nothing 
happens, 

Several months ago my col- 
league William F, King and I were 
appointed by the chairman of the 
school committee to a long range 
program committee, While we are 
not yet ready to make a report we 
have been assembling figures, It 
is interesting to note that the Town 
is nearly 32 square miles, 23 miles 
from Boston at the junction of 
Routes 93 and 495, Nothing is going 
to stop the Town from growing 
and it has been estimated that the 
population could reach 60,000, On 
the basis of that figure, we have 
projected a possible school en- 
rollment of 17,000, broken down 
to 8500 at elementary level, 4300 
at junior high level and 4200 at 
senior high level, It could mean 
nine more Bancroft schools, three 
more junior high schools and after 
the addition goes on the new high 
school, a complete duplication of 
the same elsewhere, 

There is therefore, a tre= 
mendous need for the selectmento 
acquire land sites while there is 
still land available and before the 
cost goes higher, Our enrollment 
is up nearly 400 over last year 
which was up about 400 over the 
previous year, Like the ostrich,
